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Lower Quality Made Nec- 
essary, It Is Claimed, by 
Acute. Shortage in Gas 
Oil in Country. | 


MAY ALSO BE ASKED 


Application for Permis- 
sion to Make Changes 
to Railroad Commission 
Soon. 


Because of the acute shortage of 
@as, oil an egsential in the manu- 
facture of gas, in some of the 
larger plants of the state, it was 
learned last night that the gas 
<ompanies in several of the mdst 
important cities of Georgia will file 
petitions with the Georgia railroad 
commission askng for authority to 
furnish a quality of gas to con- 
Sumers below the present standard 
of 575 British thermal units per 
1,000 cubic feet. It was also 
Jearned that one or more of the 
£as companies will ask for increas- 
ed gas rates, even though the lower 
quality of gas is authorized. 

The situation arises from the fact 
that all gas plants making a combi- 
nation coal and carburetted water 
gas have only a™ limited gas oil 
on hand, and have failed, it is 
declared to renew their supplies | 
from any source because of the 
gas oil famine. 

When called upan last hight for 
@ statement regarding Ahe situ- 
ation, President Preston S. Ark- 
wright of the Georgia Railway and 
Pawer company, lessee of the At- 
lanta Gas Light company, stated 
that this company would be 
‘compelled to ask the railroad com- 
mission for authority to reduce the 
standard set for gas that is being 
supplied by his company. 

Connt Get Oil Gas. 

Mr. Arkwright explained that his 
company has been utterly unable 
to renew i tesontracts for gas oil 
and that all efforts to procure the 
oil from other sources have failed. 
It was stated that the Atlanta Gas 
company has on hand and under 
Grder only about 350,000 gallons of’ 
gas oil, and that as the daily con- 
sumption in the manufacture of 
the present standard amounts to 
12,000, the oil in sight will last only 
for a period of 30 days. 

Mr. Arkwright also stated that his 
company had several offers of 
300,000 gallons of oil, which it was 
somewhat doubtful as to receiving, 
but that in the event this addition- 
al supply should be shipped, it in- 
sures a supply only for a period of 
55 days. 

“The indications,” said Mr. Ark- 
wright, “are that the shortage of 
oil will continue to grow worse, and 
we are facing the possibility of be- 
ing unable to make any gas at all.

The oppor- 
tunity was rejected and future his- 
torians will refer to the last two 
years as the ‘time of the great con- 
spiracy.’ That history will be 
discreditable to some, especially in 
the American congress. America 
went to war not because it want- 
ed to, but because it was a neces- 
sity. We preached to our boys at 
home and in France that this war 
was being fought that wars might 
be no more. We looked on the suf- 
ferings of Belgium and Serbia and 
resolved what we would do when 
it was over. Then it finally was over 
and we have done nothing. So far 
as we are concerned it appears w2 
are willing to go back to 1914 be- 


fore it all began. 


“The long winded arguments in 
the senate were like fiddling as 
Rome burned, talking with a world 
in chaos. Do .you blame me for 
saying that I would rather be a dog 
and bay the moon than to spend 
one minute in the senate after the 
expiration of my term of office?’ 

“The great conspiracy commenced 
when the president went to Ver- 
sailles and every time news came 
from Versailles that the president 
advocated or opposed. something the 
consnirators opposed his plans. 


“In order to continue to supply a

Will Ask Reduction. 

Mr. Arkwright stated that 
probable that the reductig 
would be asked of the railroad com 
mission would be from the present 


standard of 575 to 500 British ther- 
mal units per 1,000 cubic feet. “This 
would enable us to continue the sup- 
ply of gas to eur consumers for 110 
days. In other words, it would dou- 
ble the time that the gas company 
can promise to produce gas ot any 
kind to grant the reduction of (é» 
units in the quality of the gas. 

Mr. Arkwright explained that the 
reduction in the thermal units 
would necessarily lessen the light- | 
ing and heating service of the gas) 
but said the adjustment of burners | 
wuold-take care of the change to 
a large extent. 

“Tt is not a question € 
with us or the pubic, either, said | 
Mr. Arkwright. “We are face to | 
face with an acute shortage of an | 
essential natural resource, and we' 
are compelled to make the best of | 
it. Oil is being used in_ such vol- | 
umes by automobiles and for other | 
purposes that it impossible for 
the demand to be supplied. Ite 
then quoted Harry M. Atkinson, 
chairman of the board of directors, 
who said that the world is ona big 
joy ride, using up a great natural 
resource, little thinking of the time 
when there will be no oil with 
which to cook. ' 

Could Net Renew Contract. 

“This company,” said Mr. Ark- 
wright, “has endeavored to renew 
its contract for gas oil that expired 
on March 15, 1920. An attempt was 
also made to contract for an addi- 
tional period, but we Have been ut-' 
terly unable to renew the contract 
at any price or to secure contracts 
from any producers or dealers in 
oil anywhere in the United States.’ 

With reference te the price of 

as, and the probability of the 

eorgia Railway and Power com- 
pany asking for an increase in its 
present rates, it was explained that 
the price paid for the oil used by 
the company under its old contract 
cost the company 7.11 cents per gal- 
lon delivered at the plant. The 
price, it was declared, that was paid 
for the 300,000 gallons now on hand 
and under order, was from 12 cents 
to 14 cents, also delivered... It was 
stated that with this increase in 
the price of oil that the cost of 
manufacturing gas at 500 B. T. U.’s 
will make the cost of manufactur- 
ing gas as great as it was to make 
gas under the 675 B. T. U.’s stand- 
ard with the old price for oil. In 
other words, the quantity of oil used 
per 1,000 cubic feet of gas will be

ALLEGED SLAYER 
~ BF FORD CAUGHT 


Will Taylor B ro ught 
Back to Atlanta to Stand 
Trial for Murder of Offi- 
cer in Decatur. 


Will Taylor, the negro charged 
with the murder of Marshal A. C. 
Ford of Decatcr on the night of 
Décember 27, 1919, and for whom 
several rewards, aggregating more 
than $750, have been.offered, was 
arrested in Chicago and brought to 
Atlanta Friday night by ‘Sheriff J. 
A. McCurdy, of DeKalb county, who 
placed him behind the bars of the 
Fulton county jail for safekeeping. 

Sheriff McCurdy has been dili- 
gentiy following the movements of 
this negro, trailing him to Cincin- 
nati and from there to Chicago. 
Upon learning his address in Chica- 
go, Sheriff McCurdy personally ar- 
rested him. 

Taylor has two scars on his body 
which bullets from Marshal Ford’s 
gun are said to have made. One 
shows a flesh wound in the abdo- 
men, and the other entered the leg. 

Taylor is charged by officials 
with being the driver of a car con- 
taining whisky, which Marshal Ford 
halted on College avenue on the 
night of December 27, 1919. When 
the officer stepped upon the running 
board and attempted to search the 
ear, it is claimed that Taylor struck 
the officer with the automobile 
crank, or some other heavy instru- 
ment, knocking him from the car 
and causing him to fall to the pave- 
ment. 

Taylor is said to have *tadmitted 
that he was driying the car which 
killed Marshal Ford, ‘but that he 
did not strike the officer, that he 
started the car off at a high rate 
of speed and that thg-officer fell off. 

St. Clair Hawks,” another negro 
occupant of the car driven by Tay- 
lor, is now under arrest and is be- 
ing held in the DeKalb county jail 
by authorities.

Admiral Plunkett Says 
Germany Would Have 
Beaten United States at 
Sea in 1914—Also Says 
Germans “Turned Brit- 
ish on Their Heads” in 
Jutland Battle. 


‘Washington, March 26.—T wo 
naval officers—Rear Admiral C, P. 
Plunkett and Captain J. K. Taus- 
sig—testified today before the sen- 
ate investigation committee that 
for two years prior to the entranee 
of the’ United States into the war 
Secretary Daniels Steadfastly re- 
fused to approve an increase in 
personnel,.and the navy department 
generally attempted to suppress 
reports of a manpower shortage. 
During. the-war:' both Admiral 
Plunkett and Captain elaussig 
Served with the Atlanta fleet 
destroyer force, the former as com- 
mander. 

Admiral Plunkett declared he 
“argued with Secretary Daniels 
On the personnel question for two 
years without making an impres- 
sion.” Captain Taussig said the 
navy department's attitude regard- 
ing personnel was “one of unpre- 
paredness rather than prepared- 
ness.” The recommendation of Ad- 
miral Dewey as head of, the gen- 
eral board for +a large increase in 
enlisted strength was turned down, 
said Captain Taussig. _ , 

Asked regarding the condition of 
the fleet in April, 1917, Admiral 
Piunkett said the ships in commis- 
sion were in as “good condition as 
could. be expected” but ‘shortage 
of mén and constant changes in 


gun crews had greatly interfered | 


with gunnery efficiency and had 
prevented sénding to sea many 
ships which should have been in 
full commission. 

Germans Out Shot British. 

The United States and not Ger- 
many would be paying indemnities 
now if this country had _ faced 
Germany on the sea in-1914, Ad- 
miral Plunkett declared. He add- 
ed incidentally that the Germans 
by the superior gunnery “turned 
the British on their’ heads” at the 
battle of Jutland. He did not go 
into detail ‘as to the 
land battle and was asked no 
questions regarding it by the com- 
mittee.

THRONE OF HUNGARY

Washington, March 26.—Propor- 
tions of a commoditly handled by a 
corporation rather than the con- 
ecern’s size or capital should deter- 
Omine government regulation, Her- 
bert Hoover said in a letter to Rep-

“T have long entertained the idea,” 
said Mr. Hoover's letter, “that the 
real basis for regulation of big busi- 
ness revolves around the propor- 
tions of the commodity products in- 
volved in such a business rather 
than any question of capital em- 
ployed or size of business. When 
businesses grow to an extent that 
they can control the handling of 
more than a certain percentage of a 
given commodity, they then become 
dangerous to the public interests 
and if upon growth beyond that’ 
point they were placed under stiff 
regulation as to profits and other 
business, the nate 
tendency of such businesse 
to hold themselves below 
the official limit. Such a plan of li- 
censing would leave free play of all 
competitors of moderate size.”

QUARREL OF TWO 
LEAGUE MEMBERS 
ADIUSTED BY U.S 


League of Nations Did) 


Not Act, But the United | 


States, a Non-Member, 
Did, in Peru-Bolivia Dis- 
pute, Using Monroe Doc-| 
trine as Weapon.

Washington, March 26.—The 
first controversy between members 
of the league of nations carrying 
a threat of war has been adjusted 
amicably through the intervention 
of the United States without re- 
sort to the provisions of the league 
covenant. The nations, parties tw 
the quarrel, are members of the 
league. The league council did not 
act. The United States is not a 
member of the league. It did act. 
The Monroe Doctrine was its weap- 
It proved entirely effective. 

The quarrel was between Peru 
and Bolivia. The Peruvian lega- 
tion and-consulate at La Paz, tha 
Bolivian capital, was attacked. 
Stores and homes was reported a3 
being prepared to mobilize. Peru 
and Bolivia were charter memoers 
of the league of, nations. %4.. y 
were signatories to the treaty of 
Versailfes. Chile was invitel to 
join the league. Her accession to 
the covenant was filed some months 
ago. 


Commands Attention. 
incident commanded atten- 
tion in Washington because of its 
relations to the league. In. re- 
sponse to the question, “wnere was 
the league?” administration spokes- 
men declared there was no cause 
to deny the efficacy of the league. 
They said the application of the 
Monroe doctrine to the South 
American dispute was in accord- 
ance with the president's frequent 
statement that thé covenant of the 
league extended the Monroe doc- 
trine to the world. The failure 
of the league council to act was 
cited as proof of the “unfounded 
fears’ of league opponents that 
Europe would meddle in affairs of 
the American continent should the 
United States undertake to mix 
in European disputes. League op- 
ponents argued that Europe had 
the power to do so even though 
the league failed to function in this 
instance. 

Under Article 10 of ths covenant 
Chile was obliged to respect the 
territorial integrity of Bolivia. Her 
old boundary dispute could be ad- 
justed by -the arbitration machin- 
ery of the league. Under Article 
11, Chile, Peru and Bolivia greed 
“if there should arise a dispute be- 
tween them likely to lead to a 
rupture, they will submit the mat- 
ter either to arbitration or to in- 
quiry and they agree in no case 
to resort to war until three munths 
after the award of the arbijrators 
or the report of the-council.” 

All three nations were represent- 
ed as threatening to mobilize for 
war. None of them carried the case 
to the league council. 

Under Article 15. 

Under Article 15 of the covenant, 
the league council had authority to 
assume jurisdiction of the dispute. 
So far as has been learned in Wash- 
ington, the league council took no 
action looking to interference in the 
controversy with a view to estab- 


The 


lishing the processes of arbitration. 
Then the United States stepped in. 
It had recourse to the Monroe doc- 
trine. It viewed the triangular con- 
troversy as menacing the peace of 
the western hemisphere. Joseph H. 
Shea, American ambassador to Chile, 
was instructed to inform the Chilean 
minister for foreign affairs that the 
United States viewed “with the 
gravest apprehension” the anti-Pe- 
ruvian outbreaks in La Paz The 


Bolivian government was informed 
by the United States that “any agi- 
tation tending to endanger peace on 
the American continent” would be 
regarded “as a calamity which would 
place the’ gravest responsibility up- 
on those who countenanced it.” 
Ambassador Shea was instructed 
to make it known at Santiago that 
the state department “would deplore 
mobilization in Chile.” Similar rep- 
resentations were made to Peru and 
Bolivia. In the Chilean note sent 
by the state department, Ambassa- 
dor Shea was directed to state that 
the United States “viewed the situa- 
tion with the gravest apprehension” 
and that this government “counted 
upon the government of Chile to do 
everything in its power to avoid the 
breaking out of hostilities’’ on the 
west coast of South America, and 
“to preserve the peace until .a 
means of solution” could be found 


“other than force, which could not: 


be countenanced by the civitized 


world.” 
Becalms Whole Atmosphere. 

Despite the luritd reports which 
had come out of South America and 
the fact that the state department’s 
information was such as to lead it 
to regard the’ entire matter with 
“grave apprehension,” the represen- 
tations by this government becalmed 
the whole atmosphere. The Chile- 
an foreign office has replied to the 
state department. The § Santiago 
government cited its conduct in the 
past and “its sincere desire for 
peace” as being ample counse! for it 
to “look with*misgivings on any 
attempt to disturb international or- 
der.” The Chilean government, in 
its replv. minimized the seriousness 
of the disorders at La Paz. It dis- 
missed them as of no greater conse- 
quence than attaches to “a similar

They said that under 
the league of nations, as the presi- 
dent desired it, all of the nations of 
Europe and ndt the United States 
alone had power, even though not 
using it, to join ip-the action taken 
by this government acting irrespec- 
tive of the league. The further point 
was made that the incident showed 
that the president's “idealism” with 
respect to the readiness of all na- 
tions to refer disputes to the league 
and to refrain from any steps that 
might lead to war, had not been 
justified. and that such quarrels as 
this would mean a constant threat 
of war for all members of the 
league. The answer to that point, 
made by league advocates, was that 
if the power of the United States, 
acting alone, was adequate to pre- 
vent a resort to arms, the influence 
of all the dominant nations of the 
world would be relatively greater in 
like incidents in the future. ‘ 

Bitter Resentment Shown. 
Valparaiso, Chile, March 26.—The 
erican Chamber of cCommierce 

here today unanimously registered 
its disapproval of the terms of the 
note recently sent to Chile by the 
United States government request- 
ing ChHe to use all her efforts to 
prevent a conflict between Peru and 
Bolivia.

GERMAN TRADE ROUTES 
rOR AMERICAN SHIPS 


_ Washington, March 2¢.—Foreign 
InterestS are negotiating with the 
Hamburg-American Line with a 
view of obtaining facilities of that 
organizaion in building up tradé 
routes which previously were of- 
fered to this government, Chair- 
man Benson, of the shipping board, 
said+ today. The German company 
proposes that enough American ves- 
sels be allocated to operate trade 
routes formerly under Hambgrg- 
American supervision, and whi ne 
decision has been reached by the 
board, Chairman Benson said posi- 
tively that “not an American ship” 
would be put under German con- 
trol. 

“What we would like.” the chafr- 
man said, “would be to have an 
American company take over the 
proposal and operate our ships tem- 
porarily so that it could gradually 
assimilate the trade routes for the 
American merchant marine which 
Wwe are trying to build up.” 

Remarking that competition for 
world markets was very keen and 
that he could not blame competi- 
tors for using every weapon that 
came to their hands, Chairman Ben- 
son asked newspaper men to ana- 
lyze carefully every item deroga- 
tory to the shipping board that came 
to their notice and to check up all 
Statements wtih the proper officials 
before publication. 

“Iam not trying to fend off criti- 
cism of the board,” he said. “There 
will be causes for eriticism, but I 
do ask that you prevent so far as 
possible untrue and biased accounts 
which might serve to shake the con- 
fidence of American shippers.” 

The new chairman announced that 
he had discontinued the one-man 
control of alloeations. Hereafter 
ships will be assigned by the en- 
tire board at its regular sessions.

Grover C. Edmondson, well known 
in this part of the state as one of

Hobo Philosopher 
Fined forSleeping 
InAtlantaChurch 


The “Hobo Philosopher” was be- 
fore the recorder Friday morninig 
charged with having gone to sleep 
in the vestibule of a church. He 
produced a book in court entitled 
“The Hobo Philosopher or the Gos- 
pel of Liberty,” by Roger Payne, B. 
A. lL. lo Cambridge England. 

Payne claimed to be a_i college 
graduate and said he was a globe 
trotter who walked over the world 
to enlightén the people. 

On the back of his bood is written: 

“Most people work six days a 
week and live a few hours on Sun- 
day; I work one day a week and 
live on the six.” 

On the fly leaf is the following 
short history 6f his life: 

“Roger Payne, often called the 
Hobo Philosopher, was born at Ald- 
ershot, England, January 27, 1870. 
After serving an apprenticeship to 
the~drug trade and obtaining some 
experience as a clerk, he studied at 
the Shcool of Pharmacy, London. 
Here he became qualified as a 
pharmaceutical chemist and won the 
certificate of honor in chemistry. 

“Contiuing the study of science at 
Gonville and Caius College, Cam- 
bridge, he obtained a B. A. degree. 
As the result of a post-graduate 
course in law, he also received an 
LL. B. degree, Joining the Inner 
Temple at London, he became quali- 
fied to be called to the English bar.” 

In his book he claimed that the 
world was “work crazv.” He claims 
to be able to live on 50 cents a day 
and says he does it as follows: 

“The writer is often asked how 
he can subsist well on fifty cents 
a day. Ten cents of this, or about 
thirty-six dollars a year, is devoted 
to clothes and boots, A complete 
outfit, consisting of khaki coat, 
pants and cap, shoes, leggings and 
two sets of underclothes, was pur- 
chased in Boston for eighteen dol- 
lars, and with a small outlay for 
repairs and replacement, lasted al- 
most a year. 

“The writer’s meals cost on. the 
average a little less than fifteen 
cents each, or about firty cents for 
three meals daily. 

Payne says he has a large bank 
account in San Francisco, and has 
enough to live on the rest of his 
life. He said he often sleeps in 
school houses and churches when 
the weather is bad, but generally 
sleeps in the open air. He is hale 
and healthy.

Reports at Macon Education- 
al Meet Show Big Increase 
in Attendance. -

Macon, Ga., March 26.—(Special.) 
As a result of the compulsory 
law in Georgia, 
thousands of pupils have becn added 
to the state’s school enrollment 
since January 1, it was shown to- 
day in reports of county schools 
superintendents submitted at the 
convention of the Georgia Educa- 
tional association. More than 190 
county superintendents or authoriz- 
ed representatives submitted com- 
prehensive reports of the aecom- 
Plishments in Georgia schools since 
the last meeting of the body. In Jack. 
son county alone nearly 1500 white 
pupils had been enrolled in the 
schools, as a result of the new law, 


the report of superintendent Elrod 


showed. 

A striking, feature brought out in 
the reports today is that the pre- 
ponderance of illiteracy in Georgia 
is in three counties where the 
blacks outnumber the whites, the 
counties being Gwinnett, Barrow and 
Jackson. Reports showed these 
have enjoyed the largest. proport-

Change Allows Shipping 
Of Slaughtered Calves 
Without Removing Skins 


(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 


Washington, March 26. Changes 
in federal meat inspection require- 
ments by which slaughtered calves 
from regions quarantined because 
of the cattle fever tick may be 
shipped to market without the skins 
having been first removed were 
announced today by the bureau of 
animal industry. department of 


amendement 
expected to benefit cattle raisers in | 
tick territory because it should en- 
able them to get better prices for | 


their calves. It also may help in 
the tick eradication work, as it is 
expected to 
young stock for slaughter and re- 
duce the number of animals that 
must be dipped. These benefits are 
expected to be especially noticeable 
in Florida and Texas. 

This modification in the require- 
ments is made possible by the fact 
that as a result of the cattle-dip- 
ping operations, throughout’ the 
southern states tick infestation is 
much lighter and the tick infested 
area has been greativ reduced with- 
in the past three or four years. 
The change in the regulations waa 
made at the suggestion of a tick- 
eradication official of the bureau 
of animal industry, who said: 

Tick Fever Not Likcly. 

“Ticks carried on dressed calves 
shipped in refrigerator cars to 
other packing establishments or 
markets are not likely to spread 
fever infestation to cattle in tick- 
free areas. While there is a possi- 
bility of such an occurrence the 
chances are too remote to warrant 
the enforcement of the old regula- 
tion. This assumption is further 
sustained by the fact that meat- 
inspection regulations require the 
removal of all filth, litter or for- 
eign material from the skins of 
calves before dressing the carcass- 
es. It is believed that this pre- 
caution will result in the removal 
of practieally all half-grown or 
engorged fever ticks likely to 
transmit disease. 

“When systematic dipping of all 
cattle in a certain area is to com- 
mence on a certain day there is a 
great tendency on the part of cat- 
tle owners to disposeef their hold- 
ing or reduce them. [It is believed 
that restrictions likely to impede 
the advantageous disposal of large 
numbers of cattle and calves be- 
fore general dipping orders. be- 
come effective is detrimental to 
tick-eradication work. The bureau 
is not particularly interest in dip- 
ping large numbers of cattle in 
any area, but rather in dipping al! 
cattle in the area every two weeks 
during the eradication period.

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DON’T MISTREAT THE EAR. 

The most important instruction to 
be given the home nurse in the 
treatment of the ear is “don’t” and 
then again “don't.”

Do not try 
to “wash out” the ear or endeavor 
to explore the outer ear with hair- 
pins or matches. 

Of course, for earache in children 
or in a grown-up member of the 
family in the night when it is not 
possible to consult the doctor exter- 
nal heat may be applied. No other 
treatment may be given by an am- 
ateur. It is your duty as the guar- 
dian of the family health, however, 
to watch carefully for signs of ear 
troubles. From caterrhal condi- 
tions in the nose and throat the in- 
ner ear may be affected and a con- 
dition of mastoiditis or sinus trou- 
bles may follow which might mean 
a severe operation. 

Ear noises are sometimes the re- 
sult of increased blood pressure, 
and the patient should at once be 
put on a proper diet and given a 
general overhauling by a special- 


| ist. 


From the delicate nerve cells in 
the inner ear there is a direct tele- 
phone system to the brain. We 
think we “become accustomed” to 
noise, and the objective mind really 
is unaware of it, but too much 
noise such as that of the average 
city street beating its tattoo on the 
ear drum without cessation may 
have a far-reaching effect.

Washington, March 26.—Interest 
in the political situation in Mexico 
is becoming more and more keen 
here as the campaign for the presi- 
dency progresses. This government 
is watching developments closely, 
particulaly with an eye open to any 
‘changes which may result in the fu- 
ture relations between the two 
countries. Henry Morgenthau, the 
new ambassador from the United 
States to Mexico, is expected to’ 
leave for his new post promptly aft- 
er his confirmation by the senate, 
which is looked for before the mia- 
die or latter:part of next week. 

- The presence of a new American 
ambassador in Mexico City, it is 
believed here, will have a benefi- 
cial effect in strengthening good 
feeling between the two countries, 
because the absence of former Am- 
bassador Fletcher for so long a time 
only served to emphasize the points 
of difference between this country 
and Mexico. 

The Political Situation. 

The questio. of analyzing the po- 
litical situation in Mexico, is one 
doubtless to which Mr. Morgenthau 
will give considerable attention. Re- 
ports reachimg here in regard to 
the reception accorded Ambassador 
Bonillas on the occasion of his ar- 
rival in Mexico City a few days 
ago were eagerly scanned by offi- 
cials and others interested in de- 
velopments in the southern republic.

To this day in turf circles 
are talking of the Washington 
derby which Boundless won 
the famous old course in 1893.

First of all, it was the most 'sen- 
Sational, and more money was bet 
On it on the race course and in the 
poolrooms the country over than on 
any other horse race ever run. 

The great speculation was due to 
the long delay at the post, the long- 
est ever known in a derby.

“It was for a $50,000 stake.” 

One man insisted that the stake 
was for $59,000, while another knew 
it was $60,000. They left the ques- 
tion to me for settlement. 

The guaranteed value of the stake 
was 360,000. The winner received 
$50,000 clear and $10,000 went to 
the placed horses.

He 
was at this time in his twenty-fifth 
year and at the very zenith of 
his fame as a jockey. 

As a finisher he had no equal, and

And Garrison, the rider, too, was 
a terrific better-and there is no 
telling how much he wagered on 
Boundless to win the World's Farr 
American derby. 

But that it was his big brain and 
skill and wonderful maneuvering 
that won it goes without saying. He 
was as cool as ice when he paraded 
with Boundless to the post. But 
long ere that moment he had un- 
doubtedly mapped out his plan of 
campaign, for scarcely had the 
horsese reached the post than he 
began his funny buSiness. 


Garrison approached Starter Pet- 
tingill, touced the peak of his cap 
and asked leave to dismount.

El Santa Anita, with Van Ku- 
ren in the saddle, came first, but 
none that caused a sensation the 
world over like the race Boundless 
won in 1893.

Baseball thrives on action. Of late 
years a lot of little evils have been 
creeping into the game that have 


tended to slow it up. Tedious de- 
lays only tend to disgust the spec- 
tator. The baseball enthusiast goes 
out to see a snappily played ball 
game. When the contest drags be- 
cause of any number of reasons, he 
is not getting a run for his mony. 
At one time senseless kicking did 
much to displease the spectators. 
About that time President Johnson, 
of the American league, arrived on 
the scene, He inaugurated a policy 
that refused to tolerate constant 
bickering onthe ball field. The 
umpire was given the proper au- 
thority, told to use it, and was as- 
sured that he would be backed up 
in any stand that he took to elim- 
inate kicking. During the past fif- 
teen or twenty years constant im- 
provement has been made in this 
respect, so that a lot of silly pro- 
tests no longer mar the sport. 
Kicks are still registered against 
the rulings of the umpire, but the 
protests are few and far between, 
and in a majority of cases the play- 
er making the protests feels that 
he has just cause for complaint. 
There are still three things that 
tend to slow up the action in base- 
ball, and thereby tend to lessen the 
popularity of the game. One of 
them is dilatory tactics on the part 
of most pitchers. The general im- 


| pression among most pitchers is the 


slower that you work the more ef- 
fective you are. They feel that 
working slowly gets on the nerves 
of the batter, causes him to become 
anxious, upsets him, and thereby 
lowers his efficiency as a hitter. As 
a matter of fact there are some 
managers who insist that certain 
pitchers work slowly, under the 
penalty of having said manager 
jump all over them. I know one 
major league pitcher prone to work 
fast. The manager believed he 
would be far more effective if he 
slowed down. This pitcher, working 
under orders, was compelled to 
walk three steps back of the box 


after receiving the ball from the 
catcher, and then walk back to the 
rubber. 

Perhaps keeping the batter upset 
by slow pitching methods does in- 
crease the efficiency of certain 
pitchers, but likewise it does the 
game much harm. Ordinarily I can 
see no logical reason for the siow- 
ness that a great many pitchers 
employ. I have always thought that 
the really great pitchers were fast 
workers. Take Alexander and John- 
son, for instance; both pretty iair 
pitchers and mighty fast workers. 
Any time they are working you can 
bet that the game won't last over 
one hour and a half. If a lot of 
managers would see the spectators, 
angle, and forget any added effi- 
ciency that slow tactics create, the 
game would profit immensely. 

The catcher is another offender. 
He seems to think that it ; 
great duty to keep the pitcher from 
working fast. He makes it a point 
to take about three times as long 
to give a signal as it really re- 
quires. Likewise he finds many 
other me.hods of slowing up the 
action of the pitcher, and very 
naturally the game suffers in a 
similar degree. Most of the pitchers 
are able to consume a ‘*t of extra 
time without any assistance from 
the catcher. With both of them 
working in slow specd a lot of very 
valuable time is wasted. 

The batsman in turn can also de- 
lay the action of the game. It takes 
a lot of them a long time to get 
into the batter’s box. After getting 
in the box, a great many seem try- 
ing to find some excuse for step- 
ping out. It a pitcher delays, the 
batter taken. up the delay, just 
about the time the pitcher is ready. 
Much time is wasted in every ball 
game because the batsman persists 


in stepping out of the box on thel 


slightest protest. When he so does, 
play is suspended, action stopped. 
Sonmie rigid rule that would keep the 
batsman in the box, except for 
some very good reason, would help 
speed up the action considerably.

Carpentier Wins 
Hosts of Admirers 


By His Clever ness 


New -York, March 26.—Georges 
Carpentier, champion European 
heavyweight boxer, gained a host 
of American admirers here early 
today by his display of speed and 
cleverness in an informal shirt- 
sleeve sparring exhibition with Ma- 
jor Anthony J. Drexel Biddle, of 
Philadelphia, -before a  thcusand 
gSuests at a dinner of the Interna- 
tional Sporting club It was the 
Frenchman's first exhibition in this 
country and he was given a rous- 
ing ovation. 

The “match” of two two-minute 
rounds was staged in a temporary 
ring erected in the center of the 
Hotel Commodore ballroom. Tex 
Rickard was referee. The men 
merely removed their coats, vests 
and collars. 

At the outset the Frenchman dis- 
played lightning speed, his shifty 
footwork and feinting being very 
clever. Major Biddle, an amateur 
boxer of considerable ability, 
scarcely landed a blow, Carpentier 
ducking his swings easily. No hard 
blows were. struck by either boxer, 
according to agreement. Although 
the French fighter was not in ac- 
tion long enough to gauge his real 
ability, expert observers were cons 
vinced he is one of the most re- 
courseful fighters, especially on the 
defensive, that Europe has produced 
in years. 

The midnight dinner brought to- 
gether a throng of prominent men 
interested in athletics. Some of the 
diners were: Major General John F. 
O’Ryan, who was the toastmasier; 
Major General Goethals, William H. 
(“mig Bill’) Edwards: Kermit 
Roosevelt, Charles Dana Gibson, the 
artist; Gutzon Borglum, the sculp- 
tor; General Coleman du Pont.

Help of Factories Will Be 
Asked by Members. 
Plans Already Being 


Made to Properly House 
Exhibit. 


At a very enthusiastic meeting of 
the Atlanta Tractor and Implement 
club held in the Pine room at the 
Ansley hotel — Friday evening, a 
movement was launched to secure 
one of four national tractor shows 
contemplated for 1921. 

There was an unusually fine at- 
tendance, and from the spirit widen- 


ed at this meeting, these will at 
least be no effort spared to se 


cure one of these shows. Members 
of the club will take the matter up 
with the factories which they rep- 
resent, and the club through it’s 
executive committee wil take the 
matter up with the show committee 
of the National Tractor and Imple- 
ment association. 

It was pointed out that in most 
of the trade papers and press ar- 
ticles pertaining to the show pro- 
gram of the national association, 
that the southeast had been entire- 
ly ignored as a possible location of 
one of these shows Implement and 
tractor dealers, farmers and any 
others interested in securing one of 
these shows for the southeastern 
states are requested by the club to 
signify .their desire to this effect. 

Will Exert Every Influence. 

All such requests received by Presi- 


dent J. W. Rawlings, or Secretary 


J. T. McCants will be placed in the 


proper hands to exert the greatest 
possible influence in securing one 
of these shows for the southeast. 
Such requests should be addressed 
to J. T. McCants, care of theSouth- 
ern Moline company. 

The remarkable rate at which the 
Southeastern states are forging 
steadily to the front in an agri- 
eultural way, and as an active mar- 
ket for power farming equtpment, 
in the opinion of the club, make 
this the most logical section to hold 
a national tractor and implement 
show. 

Plans are already under way in 
eo-operation of fair association of- 
ficlals to make any necessary ar- 
rangements to properly house and 
care for such a show. After a 
frank discussion of the conditions 
between Secretary Striplin, of the 
fair association, and members of the 
club, it has been practically assured 
that no difficulty whatever will be 
experienced along this line, and ar 
a later date there will be a joint 
meeting of the executive boards of 
each body. 

To Entertain Executives. 

On May 19, the Atlanta Tractor 
and Implement club will be the host

Unusual Musical Program 


Presented by Unique Trio 


Little more than a’ year ago, one 
piece of music as far from the con- 
vermtional as a Debussy mood was 


considered a fairly safe risk on ai carried 


concert program in Atlanta. But 
no more than that. Last night, the 
Trio De lLutece played a whole 
Sonatina by Ravel; a Debussy 
number and some music by the 
harpist of the tria, Salzedo, which 
was almost futuristic, and their 
hearers not only greeted each most 
graciously, but was willing to hear 
moer of the same kind. 

The fact was as interesting to 
the observer of Atlanta's musical 
development as was the delightful 
work of the three artists. 

The trio on a visit here a year 
ago made plain the reason why the 
organization in a brief time has 
become one of national repute, The 
program last night was even more 
interesting, ranging as it did from 
the old French things composed for 
instruments which were precursors 
of those composing the trio now, 
to modern works of traditional 
style, and those which might be 
called ultra. 

The musicians are in each case 
artists of high standard. George 
Barrere, flute; Carlos Salzedo, harp, 
and Lucien Schmitt, cello, and they 
have developed a quality of ensem- 
ble which is true to the spirit, as 
well as the letter of their reper- 
toire. 

The quaint, almost stilted phrases 
of a sonata by Jean Marie Leclair 
was rendered in a manner typically 
French in its fine finish, its ele- 
gance. The Danse Espagnol by

tion, no melody to castanets, 
a wistful, romantic thing, 
George Hue’s song of the bird, 
by the flute, against the 
whir of the mill wheel in the ac- 
companiment of cello, wtth fullness 
given in the rich tones of the harp.

picture conjured up- by Debussy’s 
“Petit Berger.” And finally there 
was the sonatina of .Ravel’s in 
which the unexpected in tone and 
phrase always happened. 

The oustanding feature of the 
evening in virtuosity was the work 
of Mr. Barrere in a _ fantasie of 
George -Hues’ and then. as an. en- 
core, in the ‘“‘Minute” waltz of Cho- 
pin. Mr. Barrere attajns to a qual- 
itv of execution, an elaborate dex- 
teriity. which a player of the violin 
searcely surpasses, and he produces 
an atmosphere not even hinted at 
in the average handling of the flute. 
The Hue fantasy he r@ade a piece of 
brilliant musicianship, which 
brought forth Aa storm of applause. 

Salzedo’s own compositions, a 
group of preludes—Quietude, Intro- 
spection and Whirlwind—exploited 
alike a master of the graceful in- 
strument and some interesting mus- 
ic, notably his Introspection. 

The cellist is the new member 
of the trio, but a musician meas- 
uring well up to the standard of 
the group and rounding out its ex- 
cellence. 

The concert was a feature of the 
Series Intimes under the auspices 
of the Music Study club.

PENERAL STUDY 
OF BIBLE URGED 


Great Book Should Con- 
stitute a Part of Every 
Man’s Education, Says 
Dr. G. Campbell Morgan. 


More general and closer study of 
the Bible was urged on Friday 
night by Dr. Campbell Morgan, the 
noted English divine, in his address 
before the conference at the Taber- 
nacle. Especially, said the speaker, 
should young men and women be 
exhorted to study the Bible—and 
not books about the Bible—during 
that inevitable broadening period of 
the life that brings thought ana 
occasionally doubt, about the divin- 
ity of the Scriptures. 

“There are two main classes into 
which the study of the English 
Bible may be divided,” said Dr, 
Morgan, “first, as .the Bible is 
studied by Christians, and as peo- 
ple generally should study jit, even 


if they do‘it without regard to 
; personal experience or religious* be- 
lief.’”’ 


The Bible, said the clergyman, 


| should constitute a.part of every 
I 


man’s education regardless of the 
ideas he may, or may not have, 
|on-the fallibility or source of the 
Bible. This fact is proved, he said, 
by the fact that the Bible may be 
adjudged the greatest book in the 
| world by the practical methods em- 
ployed by publishers or booksel- 
lers; that is, its selling capacity, 
its longevity, and the demand made 
for translations of the book into 
other languages. 
Bible Generally Read. 


An interesting fact pointed out 
by Dr. Morgan in this connection 
was that the British and Foreign 
Bible society, a concern of which 
he is a member, published the Bible 
in more than 400 languages and 
fliaiects, indicative® of its reading 
by more than eight-tenths of the 
population of the world. 

Dr. Morgan also declared himself 
against the fallacy he stated to 
exist in the idea that many Chris- 
tian people have in regard.to the 
study of the Bible. He called at- 
tention to that class ‘‘who keep 
the Bible in the home, on the center 
table, and in time of trouble run 
io it in expectation of a hap- 
hazard selection of a passage 
which will do incalculable

'@nd magical good without consid- 


its meaning. 

“T tried to select, at random and 
without forethought, a passage on 
one occasion,” said the doctor, “and 
the first spot upon which my gaze 
alighted was’ the reference to 
Balaam and his ass—so I quickly 
discontinued that practice.” 

Dr. Morgan berated the idea that 
the Bible could, simply through 
the knowledge of its printed form, 
ad verbatim and ad litteratim, have 
any influence upon the life of 4 
man. He referred to the Scripture 
as “God-breathea writing,” buc 
said that there was no magical 
influence, which could be attained 
without deep study of, regard for. 
and faith in the inspiration of the 
Bible, 


eration of 


The Greatest Mitake. 

He also said that the greatest mis- 
take that could be made in advice 
to a young person-who was attalning 
the age which sought proof, or sub- 
stantiation of the value of the Bi- 
ble as the inspired word of God, was 
to advise them not to consider the 
possibility of doubt. 

“This is a great error,” he said. 
“The true realization of the Bible's 
inestimable value can never come 
without the deep study of its work. 
And if a young ma nor woman has 
this tendency ‘toward agnosticism, 
the best thing in the world for them 
to do to combat it is to read the Bi- 
ble and not fool with a lot of theo- 
retical atempts to explain the work 
of God. Read the Bible when 
that peculiar state of mind, and do 
not read boks about the Bible.” 

Dr. Morgan told of his own e€x- 
perience after leaving the home of 
his Puritanical minister-father, who 
had such a great reverence for the 
Bible that he would read no fic- 
tion. ‘‘My father was a Baptist min- 
ister, called either hypher-Calvin- 
istic or ‘hard-shell,” and the Bible 
was the greatest joy in our home® 

The struggle that came with his 


,own mind upon leaving home for his 


study of the teahcing profession was 
outlined by Dr. Morgan, in his dec- 
laration that the vartant opinion ex- 
fant with the advent of Darwin, 
Huxley and the great gamut of phvy- 
sical scientists of about four de- 
cades ago, was only suppressed by 
his close reading of the Bible itself, 
and forgetting of the commentar{gs. 
Program for Teéeay. 

There will be a session of the Bible 
conference Saturday morning, and 
a sermon on Saturday night. Dr. 
Len G. Broughton will preach at 
the evening service, on the subject 
of “Religion in the Home, and a 
Civilization that is Homeless.” 

Students from Spellmann and 
Morehouse, colored untversities of 
Atlanta, 320 strong, will attend the 
evening service and will sing in 
concert. 

Dr. W. lL. Evans will preach at 
10 o'clock on Sunday morning’ and 
Dr. Morgan will preach at the 1i1 
o'clock service. 

Dr. Morgan’s last address ef the 
Atlanta series will bé at 3 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon, and Dr. Brough- 
ton will preach in the main audi- 
torium of the Tabernacle on Sunda? 
night, while another of the “’con- 
ference speakers will address the 
expected overflow of the crowd in 
one of the other rooms of the build-

CENTRAL GOUNUIL 
OF POSTS PLANNED 


Commanders of American 
Legion Organizations in 
Atlanta Hold Important 
Meeting Friday After- 
noon. 


Adoption of a tentative constitue 
tion of a proposed central council 
to be drafted and sent to the vari- 
ous Atlanta posts for a vote on its 
ratification was the outcome of a 
meeting of post commanders of At- 
lanta posts held yesterday after- 
noon in room 1413 Hurt building. In 
a session lasting about an hour and 
a half, a representative from about 
nine Atlanta legion posts debated 
on the respective merits and disad- 
vantages of two plans governing 
the formation of this council. 

Although the’ delegates from the 
Various posts in attendance were 
not vested with authority to adopt 
and ratify'a constitution, each rep- 
resentative voiced the sentiment of 
his post. The central council, which 
has not yet been voted on, has 


been proposed as the solution of an 
amalgamation of all Atlanta posts, 
fathered by the Charles D. Mont- 
fomery post more than a month 
ago. Subsequent meetings of other 
posts dcomed the proposal to a fail- 
ure, Hitherto, no sentiment has 
been voiced against the central 
council. 

In the assembly Friday afternoon, 
a motion was made and passed that 
the plan favored for adoption oe 
read. and that if any objections were 
raised, a vote would be taken ana 
in the event that changes were 
found necessary, the original draft 
would be changed. The two plans 
before the meeting Were drawn up 
by Basil Stockbridge, state com- 
mander of the legion in Georgia. 

Changes Are Made. 

As Estes*Doremus, who presided 
at the meeting, read the different 
articles of the most favorable con- 
sitution, the remaining delegates 
noted the provisions and a-number 
of changes were effected. A com-

All of the legion posts have 
been urgently requested to call spe- 
cial meetings, if their regular 
monthly meetings are not held be- 


will be necessary for every post to 
take definite action on the proposal 
and to have instructed delegates to 
attend the joint meeting to be held 
for the creation of the central coun- 
cil. April 8 was given as the day 
on which the central council will 
start to function. A large meeting 
will be called for this date, the hour 
and place to be designated later.

Slavery was gradually abolished in 
the northern states, but in 1820 there 
were stili 97 slaves in Connecticut, 
7,557 slaves in New Jersey, 10,088 
in New York, 211 in Pennsylvania 
and 48 in Rhode Island. The census 
of 1850 showed the disappearance 


o? slavery in all the northern states 
except in-New Jersey, 
had 236.
